Pekin, Jan* 8.—-The protest of the 


viceroy of Yantse to the signing of 
the joint note haft created little sur- 
prise here, but the fact that the otter 
southern viceroys who have protested 
caused the court to instruct the pleni- 
potentiaries not to sign the note cre- 
ated a great sensation in (Pekin, 


The agreement has not yet been 


presented for signature. The minis- 
ters believe, however, that Prince 
Ching ia too irrevocably bound ver- 
bally and think he will sign tomor- 
row. 


The objections of the southern vice- 


roys are precisely the same as those 
which th6 court originally 
tele- 


graphed to Prince 'Ching and Li 
Hung Ching. 
The court eventually 


agreed to endeavor to make better 
terms after the signing of the note. 


The court doubtless was influenced 


by the requests from the south, be- 
cause it was generally felt that the 
dynasty has less influence there than 
in the north. 


Chang Chi Tung has stuoagly 


urged the court not to return to Pe- 
kin, but to establish a capital in the 
Yantae valley. 
He says this will 


strengthen the south toward the Chi- 
nese cause and that the signing of 
the agreement as it exists at present 
would be almost a serious menace to 
the dynasty, as the state of the coun- 
try is doubtful. 


The note will be signed if China is 


, very sincere in carrying out the pro- 


visions of the administration. 


Li Hung Chang is invisible to the 


public. His attendants claim that he 
is suffering from a serious felapse, 
though many persons thing hi? re- 
lapse is made a convenience so the 
signing of tihe note can be delayed 
until the court can tie (heard from 
again. 


Von Roque, a nephew of Count Von 


Waldersee, rode seventy miles yes- 
terday, bringing the news of a battle 
between the Chinese and German 
troops, to the northeast of Pekin 
Three companies of infantry and one 
troop of Uhlans met 2,000 Chinese* 


An engagement ensued, in which 


200 Chinese were killed and 300 were 
wounded.

were killed and one officer and several 
men were wounded. 
The remainder 


of the Chinese fled.

in the hospital, Miss Cline, smelled 
smoke.

was speedily located in the boiler 
room and word was sent to police 
headquarters. All the fire apparatus 
was rushed to the burning building, 
but before the first engine arrived 
the neighbors for blocks around had 
arrived and were doing their best to 
rescue the inmates. 


A BOILER EXPLODES. 


Shortly after the fire broke out a 


boiler exploded with terrific 
for 


completely blowing out the lower 
part of the west «nd of the connect- 
ing -wing, thereby cutting off the 
escape of the children from the east 
end of the building. 


The children who were nearest to 


the connecting wing Were apparently 
dazed by the force of the explosion 
and with difficulty were able to take 
in their suroundings when finally 
aroused,( 


In the east wing were the sleeping 


apartments 
of the asylum. 
They 


were located mainly on the sefeom 
and third floors. The lower floor wa*> 
known as the first nursery and the 
upper as the second. 


Herein were forty children or more 


Miss Sarah Ashdown was in charge 
for the night and with Tier was Mis 
Brad, of the hospital ward, who wa 
taking care of two sick children. 


The explosion, 
though of grea 


force, WM not loud enough to awake* 
th* ileeplag -aurtef. Wh«n the imofce 


began to pour into the east wing it 
was a matter of a few seconds before 
he whole sleeping population was 
irought to a realisation of the situ- 
,tion with a suddenness which at 
nee seemed to rob nearly every one 
f their judgment and mental fac- 
Ities.

1A terrible chorus of tries and 
roans filed the air. It was iuuposai* 
>le to see 'anything, and as the thick 
smoke poured m the scene became one 
f 
indescribable confusion. 
The 


hief nurse, Miss Ashdowne, did all 
within her power to save the children 
nd nurses. 
When the "firemen arrived on the 
cene their attention was first turned 
o the inmates of the hospital ward, 
n the west wing, which is the older 
ection of the institution, 
On the 


:oor next to the top was Miss Brad. 
With the flames leaping all around 


er it seemed impossible to escape, 
•he did, however, but was so serious* 
y injured by falling that she will 
.ot live. 
It was stated by the matron, Miss 


^inehart, that there were seventy- 
.ve girls in the west wing. 
Besides these there were two chil- 
ren and two nurses in the hospital 
epartment, which was also in that 
ing. It was estimated at 8 o'clock 
hat all of the inmates of the west 
wing had been gotten out, either 
lead or alive. Mfcny children were 
aken away early and the number 
aved and those dead and injured 
ould with great difficulty be counted. 


THE WORK OP RESCUE. 


The work of rescue and attempted 
eseue was taken up by many hands, 
olunteers as well as firemen, and in 
nany cases was carried on in a man- 
,er that was nothing less than he- 
oic, 'but the flames gained such rapid 
eadway and spread with, su<Mi in- 
erdible speed tuiat it was beyond 
uman effort to prevent the loss of 
ife. 


Ambulances from all of the hos- 
itals were, on the ground almost as 
oon as the fire companies, and 
louses in the neighborhood ware 
brown open to receive the 
little 


waifs wiho were carried from the asy- 
um. 
Tthe ambulances were stared to the 


hospitals with the more seriously 
turned of the children. In several 
cases the little? victims were dead 
when taken from the vehicle at tiie 
hospital doors. Tlie scenes at and 
near the asylum were ibeyond de- 
cription. 
A large portion of tlxe 


asylum building was totally 
de* 


stroyed and the portion that remains 
.tanding is probaibly in su<?h condi- 
ion that its demolition will be neces- 
ary. Two young men, W. Clark and 
F, Younjg, were coming down Ply- 
mouth avenue at 1 o'clock this morn- 


when they saw the smoke issu- 


n*g from the asylum. 
Clark imme- 


diately ran to a fire alarm box and 
sent in an alarm. Then he and his 
jompanion ran up the fire escape to 
the roof of the building 
farthest 


away from the &re, 


Just as they reached the top a ter- 


rific explosion was heard and the 
flam-es burst forth 
with renewed 


vigor. In a few moments tue entire 
half of the building in which the 
hospital was situated was a mass of 
flames. 


SCREAMS OF TERROR. 


The amoke poured out rom every 


window and 
screams land frantic 


cries could be heard coming from 
the dmprisoned inmates. The Icng 
ladders were run up and plunging 
nto the stifling smoke, fireman after 
fireman came sliding down the lad- 
ders tearing inanimate 
forms 
in 


their arms. Most of the children and 
adiulta carried 
froni 
the burning 


building were unconscious from the 
effects of the thick black smoke. 


When it became apparent the fire 


was not being subdued with the ap- 
tmratus already on the scene, a gen- 
eral alarm was sent out, bringing 
out tihe remainder of the 
depart 


ment. 


Tihe fire was fought from every 


available point, but in spite of that 
the 'building was almost completely 
destroyed before the blaze was finally 
under control, 


A WOMAN'S FATAL LEAP. 
Fireman Morris Keating went Up 


to the roof on a ladder to 
women and children* ^u»t 
reached the top a stream of water 
was turned on him to keep away th 
flames, but it had the effect to con 
fuse the man.

The program now under way is 


"bold seizure of partisan advantage 
incident to a large and therefore not 
over-consdentiousr majority in the 
legislature. 
In the proneness of 


cumbrous majorities to run political 
riot there is promise of successful ap- 
peal to partisan cupidity. That the 
ends sought in the proposed charter 
amendments are wholly and sordidly 
partisan seems brought plainly to 
view by the secresy with which the 
enterprise has been carried on. 
It 


has not even been made a matter of 
popular party concern, but has been 
worked out by a few political smiths 
who run the machine. The people of 
the city have not been consulted, 
their views have not been sought nor 
their discussion of the proposals in- 
vited. Their opinions and wishes are 
as without weight, because without 
voice. The vital principle of self- 
government is stifled and the night of 
home rule, the cornerstone of all civic 
liberty, is abridged. Surely none of 
the doubtful benefits of changes so 
brought about can compensate the 
sacrifice that is compelled. 


If the majority ;M the legislature 


shall be complaisant to the wishes of 
the partisan cabal now conspiring 
this radical alteration of the city's 
instrument of government and con- 
sent to give the respectable cDiinte- 
nance of law to bad ends, it will rear 
a precedent of which the first dem- 
ocratic legislature will take counsel 
to sanction that the democratic party 
of this city may again seize to itself 
the spoil of which the republicans 
today would rape it.

The republican city central commit- 


tee and a few others of more or less 
importance in the party councils met 
last evening, as per schedule, in the 
office of County Chairman Keegfen, 
and proceeded to indulge gome antici- 
patory nibbles at the remodeled city 
charter bone. There was a good at- 
tendance, a lively interest, consider- 
able hope and a difference of opinion 
•covering several points, but none that 
was serious save over the size of the 
mayor's salary. The proposal to f.?; 
the salary of the chief functionavy 
of Fort Wayne at $500 was praotica1- 
ly abandoned and there was practi- 
cally an understanding tha't it should 
be fixed at $1,000, though the a^~ 
seiice of unanimity on this point 
leaves the matter open. Some of the 
more hopeful wanted to take hostage 
against the future Avhen Ta rspublican 
mayor might again *be a possibility ;n 
Fort Wayne, in which case the s-ilary 
ought to be worthy of the job. The 
salary limit really does not cut so 
much figure, because it is not the sal- 
ary that is the chief of present em- 
barrassments to the party in thi^ 
city. 


The republicans profess to be 


afraid 
of no 
one except Mayor 


Scherer and the charter has been 
framed so as to effectually dispose of 
him, in the event of its passage. It 
provides that no person who has al- 
ready been twice elected to the office 
of mayor shall be eligible to re-elec- 
tion this spring1, and that thereafter 
no man shall be eligible to mo:e than 
one term in twelve yeais. The term, 
as previously stated, shall be four 
years instead of two, as at present, 
The powers of the mayor remain as 
at present with the exception that he 
shall not act as polics judge and shall 
not appoint the police board, Other 
provisions of the reconstructed char- 
ter cire as follows: 


The city clerk shall be elected for 


four years, and in addition to the 
duties as now prescribed, he shall 
act as clerk of the hoard of works in 


business except that 
connected 


with the department of water works, 
and he shall receive a salary of $2,- 
000 per yeai) 


The board of waterworks trustees 


shall bs abolished and the department 
placed under control of the board of 
public works, which shall 'be consti- 
tuted as under the present charter. 
There shall be a clerk of water work?, 
whose salary shall be not to exceed 
$2,000, and he shall have an assist- 
ant at a salary not to exceed $1,000 
per annum. 


There shall be established a muni* 


cipal court, the judge of which shall 
be appointed iby the governor. 
He 


shal preside at police court and hear 
?J1 causes of minor 
character 
in 


which the city is interested, and he 
shall have a salary 
not to exceed 


$1,000 per year, 
There shall be no 


change of venue from this court, but 
a change of venue may be taken from 
the judge. As is the case now, all 
fees shall be turned into the 
city 


treasury. 


The board of public safety, or po- 


lice commission, shall be appointed 
by the governor and not more than 
two members of it shall belong* to 
the same political party ,and to be 
eligible one must have been a resi- 
dent of the city at least three years 
immediately preceding appointment, 
and the salary shall be not to exceed 
3400, 


The board of safety shall be pro- 


vided with a clerk, who shall also 
serve as clerk at police court and as 
clerk to the superintendent of police, 
and his salary shall 
be not more 


than $900 per year. 


The salary of superintendent of po- 


HCP shall be not less than $1,200 and 
not more than $1,500; captains 
of 


police, $800 lo $1,000; lieutenant of 
police, abolished; sergeants, $750 to 
$900; police clerks, $600; patrolmen 
and drivers, $GOO to $800. 


The board of safety shall also have 


charge of the fire department and all 
property in both the police and fire 
departments. 
The members of the 


fire department shall be paid ns fol- 
lows: Chief, $1,200 tp SI,500; cap- 
tains, $800 to $1,000; all other em- 
ployes, $540 to $800. 


In the police department 
there 


shall be not more than one patrol- 
man to eveiy 1,000 inhabitants and 
not less than one to each 1,500 inhab- 
itants, which would increase the pa- 
trol force to between thirty and for- 
ty-seven men. 


The board of health will be abol- 


ished and in its stead will 'be a com- 


Of h^altl^ppointed by the 


mayor, whose salary shall be not 


cftnnot be remove 


cefpt for inefficiency, 
gross incom- 


petency or neglect of duty* 


The matter of electing the city at- 


torney by popular vote created such 
a flurry among those of the legal 
fraternity of republican proclivities, 
each of whom imagines he is the sole 
possessor of a "pull," that the mat- 
ter was dropped and it is doubtful 
whether it will again be taken up. 


The other provisions of the "bill are 


practically the same as those pre- 
sented two years ago and it will go 
to the legislature in pretty much 
such shape as it now is in. It 
is 


possible that after having disposed 
of the mayor and having made Mr. 
$cherer ineligible to re-election, that 
the salary limit may be tinkered a 
bit and fixed at about 
$2,000 or 


$2,500* The object of the new legis- 
lation seems to be not so much to 
effect a reform in anything or cut 
down expenses, as to get a share of 
the public patronage, and with the 
mayor out of the way the managers 
feel as though 
they 
have a fair 


chance. It will be introduced dur- 
ing the last week in January.
